PROCLAMATION OF 
AUSTRIAN EMPEROR 


Decrees Confederate State of 
Autonomous Nationalities, 
Excluding Poland. 


VIENNA, Oct. 18, via Basel. 
Switzerland.—The Austrian En- 
peror has issued the following 
manifesto: 

“To my faithful Austrian Pco- 
ples: 

“Since I have 
throne I have tried to make it 
my duty to assure all my peo- 
ples the peace so ardently de- 
sired and to point the way to the 
Austrian peoples of a prosper- 
ous development unhampered by 
obstacles which brutal forces 
create against intellectual and 
economic prosperity. 

“The terrific struggles in 
world war have thus 
the work of peace 
The heavy sacrifices of the war 
should assure to us an honorable 
peace, on the threshold of which, 
by the help of God, we are to- 
day. 

“We must, therefore, under- 
take without delay the reorgan!- 
zation of our country on a neu- 
tral and therefore solid basis. 
Such a question demands that 
the desires of the Austrian peo 
ples be harmonized and realized.

AMERICA AND PEACE. 


HE following is an extract from a 
etter by George EF. O’Dell, until 

recently lecturer for the local 
Ethical Society. O’Dell is a British 
subject, and enlisted last Spring with 
the Canadians. He is in the Ordnance 
Department, and writes from Toron- 
to: 

“The one thing that brought me into 
this job with a cheerful heart was the 
fact that America, with no territory to 
grab and a university professor full 
of ideas and courage of them at its 
head, was going to call the time when 
the piping began. America is the only 
friend Germany has in the world—and 
the Kaiser knows it. That's why he 
turns to Wilson. It’s the sinner turn- 
ing to God—if he must be chastized, 
then he will take his beating at the 
hands of someone who chastizes with a 
father’s heart. Underneath all the sen- 
timentality, the spread-eagling and the 
incidental profiteering of the States 
is the solid fact that here's the only 
people on earth to stand squarely for 
some crude kind of justice when they 
get around the green table at last 
And I look to America, and America 
only, when the world restarts, to have 
a sufficient national faith in peace to 
lead and go on leading in the century- 
lone job of shifting the whole world 
from the old basis of belligerent na- 
tionalism onto one of a co-operative 
nationalism. America has no past— 
thank God for that. I’m not satisfied 
that even my beloved Engiand can cut 
herself loose from her past enongh to 
push for the new order. But America 
may—and keep the rest a-pushing with 
her. Anyhow, them’s my sentiments.” 


The British feel that not enough has 
been said by Mr. Wilson about those 
crimes against humanity which Ger- 
many has committed, but we doubt if 
it is going to be practicable to go en- 
tirely back over the bloody trail of 
the Hun. For instance, we have not at- 
tempted to get into our own peace 
terms anything about the deluge of bad 
war poetry which the Kaiser precipi- 
tated upon a country just venturing to 
express its own soul. Somebody has 
already said that there cannot be a 
wholly gatisfactory peace.
